The capital of our state now 
presents the appearance of a 
metropolis. The sidewalks are crowded 
with pedestrians, all seemingly bent 
on some important purpese. The leg- 
islature is now fully organized and 
ready for business. The organizing 
passed off pleasantly, Washoe couoty 
receiving a fair apportionment ef the 
positions in beth houses. Allan C. 
Bragg and N. W. Roff are in the senate 
and Chas. Stoddard and J. F. Myers in 
the assembly. Senators Powning and 
Boardman strove to get more of a 
representation for Washoe, but were 
unsuccessful. Each county has been 
allowed in many cases mere than they 
asked for, and it was tried by mem- 
bers of both houses to distribute the 
positions fairly among all. Tuesday, 
the second day, was appointed as the 
time for the inauguration of governor 
and lieutenant-governor. The senate 
and assembly met in Joint convention 
at 12 o'cleck fer the purpose, when a 
committee was appointed to wait on 
the governor and escort him to the 
assembly chamber. After being pre 
sented the governor was sworn in by 
Justice Beatty. Governor Bradley being 
unwell, Lieutenant-Governor Adams 
presented the great seal of state to 
the new governor. Governor Adams 
took the oath of office which was fol- 
lowed by the inaugural address of 
Governor Kiokead.

There is not ove shoemaker in ten 
that is a first-class shoemaker, not 
one lawyer ih a hundred that is a first- 
class lawyer, ditto journalist ditto. 
And ditto, ditto, ditto through the 
whole list of human occtipations. 
The old advice to do with one's might 
what one’s hands find to do is far 
better and a trifle more definite} than 
our large contemporary's blathery as-

tages of Neveda, and this part of it 
particularly, as a grazing country. In 
answer it may be said that the climate 
of Nevada is such that cattle cannot 
usually live through the winter with- 


eut being fed, although they roam 


about all summer requiring little or 
no attention. The “outside” lands 
which extend from one boundary line 
of the state to the other, with only oc- 
casional spots of watered lands on the 
streams, afford abundant food in the 
white sage, which is tender and nu: 
tritive, and the succulent bunch grass 
which does most of its growing very 


early, and acquires its strength after 
the ea .y spring rains have ceased. 
It is never so sweet and fattening as 
after it has absorbed all the moisture 
withio its reach and felt the warm sua 
for a while. All through the spring 
and summer months until late in the 
autumn thousands upen thousands of 
beef cattle roam leisurely about 
through these vast regions, where, * 
much eating and little drinking, mu 
tender food and little traveling, they 
load their bones with the juicy, tencier, 
finely flavored meat which has made 
Nevada beef a rival delicacy with the 
turkey and the salmon and has bau- 
ished antelope and venison from the 
‘ab.e of the epicure. In the fall these 
herds are gradually worked toward 
winter qnarters in seme of the oases 
where theyare certain of hay in plenty, 
in case of storins or heavy sngws.

Hideous Sights te be Seen in the Town 
«Cemetery. 


The town cemetery tothe north of 
Reno needs looking after badly. The 
Chinese dead are buried there. A 
gentleman came into the Gazerre 
Office yesterday and made some state- 
ments regarding sights to be seen there 
which were teo disgusting for belief. 
This moroing a GazeTre reporter was 
sent to the cemetery to seefor himself, 
and everything the gentleman had 
said was mere than confirmed. 

WHAT THE REPORTER SAW. 
Tue Chinese dig up the corpses of 
their countrymen after a time and hack- 
ing them in pieces, remove the flesh 
from the bgnes which are then boiled 
and shipped in small bexes to China. 
None of the hideous carrion that is 


left after one of these resurrections is 
reburied, but left abeve ground to de 
cay, and in summer the stench is hor- 
rible. The saw all around 
him evidences of the resurrections and 
bone-bvilings.

The service of the mail cars on the 
Central Pacific needs overhauling bad- 
ly. Complaint was made in these cel- 
umus recently that subscribers to the 
Gazetre at Wadsworth frequently did 
not receive their papers until from 3 
tod days after their publication.

‘Miraculous Escape of the Con- 
ductor. 


Terrible Scene in a Sierra Nevada 
Snow-Shed. 


Particulars of the Accident—The Story 


QJ of Stephen Green-A Brakeman’s 


Experience—Frightfal Force 
ef the Explosion. 


Trucker, Jan. 34.—A frightful 
and fatal railroad accident occurred 
yesterday afternoon one mile and a 
half east of the Summit, in the snow 
sheds, by which Wallace Norton, en- 
gineer of engine No. 17, and Charlies 
F. Hoy, fireman df the same locomo- 
tive, lost their lives. The freight 
traim was pulling up the grade. The 
train was a double-header. Engine 
No. 17 was the secoad locomotive. 
Norten, Hoy and Stephen Green 
(yardmaster here, but acting as con- 
ductor of the train) were in the cab. 
Norton and Green were conversing 
about some work that weuld have to 
be done and Hey was just in the act 
of threwing some wood under the 
boiler, when 

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 


occurred. Over one hundred and 
fifty feet of the roef of the snow shed 
and eighty feet of the sides were blown 
out. Green was carried up threugh 
the roof and landed about fifty feet 
away. Strange to say, he was not 
killed. Norton was frightfully man- 
gied. A great hele was torn in his 
chest and part of his brain and the 
side of his face were found on top of 
the fifth box-car back. Hoy was also 
fearfully cut up. Part of his skull was 
blown off and his brain was exposed 
to view. In spite of his awful hurts 
he lingered unconscious for five hours 
before death came. The 
TREMENDOUS FORCE 

of the explosion was shown io the 
utter demolition of the lecomotive. 
It te have a backward and 
forward ion, for the tender was 
found lying across the driving wheels. 
The great twenty-four-inch timbers of 
the show-shed were cracked like 
matches and the wreck of the engine 
and the shed made such a litter that 
a large force of men worked at remov- 
ing it until late this morning. 


MR. GREEN'S ACCOUNT. 


Mr. Green on recovering conscious- 
ness raised himself and, in his confu- 
sien and pain, supposed that the snow- 
falling upon him, and in his 
scramble to escape came near geing 
over a high precipice. Notwithstand- 
ing his extended flight through the air 
he is not thought to be seriously hurt, 
although quite badly scalded. His 
watch was stopped at precisely 17 
minutes to 3, showing the exact min- 
ute at which the explosion took place. 
Mr. Green's coat, which was unbut- 
toned, was blown elean off him and 
turned inside out. He was standing 
on the gang - plank between the tender 
and engine, in conversation with Nor- 
ton when the explosion camg. A few 
minutes before, Norton had tried the 
gauge-cocks and feund them all right. 
Mr. Green remembers that the indi- 
cater showed a head of 100 pounds of 
steam. That he was not killed, with 
Norton, is little short of a miracle. 


THE FORWARD ENGINE. . 


N. 8. Peck, engineer of the forward 
engine, states that be heard the deaf- 
ening rear and the next instant felt 


_ the engine lifted up beneath him and 


then shot forward like a ball from a 
cannen. Theu the engine landed 


heavily upon the rails, and he realizing 
the situation, pulled the throttle wide 


te atoms, was on the point of starting 
for the Summit en foot, when he 
heard a weak voice Calling for help. 
It proceeded from poor Hoy. Terran 
saw that he was beyond help, and at 
once left for the Summit, running the 
whole distance at the top of his speed. 
On his arrival he found, of course, that 
the engine had preceeded him. 
RELIEF. 


Relief soon came from beth direc- 
tions. Hoy was taken to the Sum- 
mit, and the body of Norton was car- 
ried to Truckee. It was found oa ex- 
amination that the front ef the boiler 
of engine No. 18 had been blewn out, 
and it is thus to be presumed that the 
full force of the escaping volume of 
steam struck the tender of the head 
engine, and lifted it as described by 
Mr. Peck.

The Victims.

By industry and thrift he had accumu- 
lated considerable property. He had 
been married only a few months. His 
wife was Miss Anna Gray, of Truckee, 
whoin her sndden and awful bereave 
ment of her husband hasthe sympathy 
of every one. The deceased was an 
American aod sbout thirty-five years 


of age.

the other victim of this terrible cat- 
astrophe, was a young man of about 
only twenty-one years of age.

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Bev, C. McKetvey’s Sermon on the 
. Subject. 


A large and very appreciative con- 
gtegation assembled at the Methodist 
ehurch on last Sunday evening to 
listen te_a“sermon on “Christian 
Union,” by the pastor, Rev. C. 
McKelvey. The text was John, 17- 
20-23. Mr. McKelvey introduced 


his subject by saying that it was 
proper that a week of prayer io which 
the whole Christian church is repre- 
resented should be opened by a theme, 
se grand, so eminently Christ-like as 
the one suggested by the evangelical 
alliance Christian Usion.” There 
were three thoughts he wished te pre- 
sent. First—The desire ef Christ in 
relation to the church: That they 
may be one. Second—That this one- 
‘ness does not necessarily imply one 
organization, and, third—The glorious 
results, That the world may know 
that thou hath sent me. 


In the prayers of Jesus rather than 
his ngs we behold the greatness 
ef the God - man. is gee — be 
to us, something grandly mysterious 
in the unity of the Christian church 
as it rose up in the vision of Carist. 
As he and the father are one—in the 
Godhead there is a trinity, three per- 
sons, yet one Ged. So also in the 

church, there are many members yet 
one body. This uvien is not the re- 
sult of some outward circumstance, 
but of the power of an inner life. It 
is this mysterious, divine life in 
Christ, which unites us to him and te 
dach other, It is not something you 
can handle, and see with the natural 

e “My kiogdom,” said Jesus, 
“cometh not with obeservation, but 
is within you.” Here the speaker re- 

lated au incident of the old French 
war. A faithful and valued soldier of 
the emperer, received a musket shot 
in his side. The surgeons were 
the wound when he looked 
up said; Sers, a little deeper 
and you will fied the emperer.” 
Thus, deep in the Christian heart, the 
very foundation of the Christian's 
life, you will fiod Christ.
